The loan program , wrhich has 
helped more than 8 9 0,000 stu­ 
dents in 1,700 colleges over the 
last seven years, is regarded 
as highly successful and popu­ 
lar in Congress. Bank ers cau­ 
tioned against shifting such a 
big load to private lending agen­ 
cies at a time of high interest 
rates and tight money.

The com bination was the la rg ­ 
est corporate m erger in history 
and it will create the w orld’s 
largest privately owned railroad 
system . 
It will m ean, according to the 
heads of the two rail system s, 
im proved passenger and freight 
service and possibly low er rates 
and fares. 
The m arriage of the C entral 
and the Pennsy has been nine 
y ears in the making. It has been 
hanging fire since the initial 
proposal 
by the 
late 
Robert 
Young, chairm an of the Central, 
in 1957. 
The m erger, which becom es 
effective in June, will create a 
system with assets of m ore than 
$4.1 billion and 40,912 m iles of 
track. It would have 4.506 loco­ 
m otives, 205,224 freight cars and 
5,717 passenger cars. 
Officials of the two lines have 
estim ated that annual savings 
in operations of $80 million can 
be effected within five years. 
The combined system — to be 
known as the Pennsylvania New 
York Central T ransportation Co. 
— will link 14 states, the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia and portions 
of Canada.
